THE  UTES  nearly  lost  their 
scalps  to  the  underdog  blue  team. 
Tlie  final  score  was  14  to  17, 
which  is  the  margin  of  only  one 
match. 


As  usual,  the  Cougars  were 
cheered  on  by  a small,  but  lively 
group  of  loyal  wrestling  fans  who 
added  a lot  to  the  thrill  of  the 
sport. 

THE  AFTERNOON  began  with 
three  exhibition  matches.  Utah 


won  two  and  the  Y gained  a 
draw  in  the  other. 

The  open  varsity  match  started 
off  with  a bang.  Mike  Gonzales 
showed  a little  too  much  experi- 
ence for  freshman  Hardie  Rol- 
lins and  won  the  decision.  This 
was  the  first  loss  of  the  year  for 
Hardie. 

EARL  KUNZLER,  the  Brig- 
ham City  flash,  pulled  somewhat 
of  an  upset  in  the  130  pound 
class  when  he  defeated  Art  Gal- 
vez by  a decision.  Earl  has  im- 
proved greatly  in  his  past  few 
appearances. 

Utah’s  Doug  Bingham,  one  of 
the  outstanding  wrestlers  in  the 
conference,  had  an  easy  time 
winning  over  BYU’s  Rod  Kim- 


ball.  Rod  never  gave  up,  how 
ever. 

OLD  STORY,  same  man — Le- 
roi  Davies  lost  another  close  and 
hard  fought  match  which  could 
have  gone  either  way.  The  out- 
come wasn’t  decided  until  the 
last  few  minutes  of  the  match. 

Noland  Hayward,  the  Red- 
skins’ 157  pounder,  had  too  much 
to  handle  in  Captain  Phil  Kresge 
and  lost  the  decision. 

THE  MOST  exciting  match  of 
the  afternoon  was  the  one  be- 
tween LeGrande  Boyer  of  the  Y 
and  Bill  King  of  Utah.  In  the 
opening  minutes  LeGrande  al- 
most pinned  Bill,  then  Bill 
turned  around  and  almost  pinned 
LeGrande.
